All the streets within a block of 
the fire are piled with hardware, sad- 
dlery, furniture and drygoods. The 
owners are getting stocks sheltered as 
quickly as possible, and the merchants 
who em tied their stores will be ready 
for business again tomprrow. Hes- 
lop, Young & Keljey will resume bus- 
iness again at once in their pbuilding 
one block west of the burned store.

BERLIN CORRESPONDENTS 
ARE BADLY EXCITED 


Send Out Reports of Impending Conflicts—Diplomats Say 
There Will be no War—Morrocoan Problem the 
Stumbling Block 


London, Jan. 4. (Special to the 
Bulletin).—Correspondents in Berlin 
and Paris continue to send alarming 
reports out regarding what they des- 
cribe as the fmpending conflict be- 
tween Germany and Franee. Official 
sources in both countries appear to 
be endeavoring te allay the ecxcite- 
ment, but general apprehensions were 
reflected in the nervous and excite- 
ahle condition of the stock market. 
Reports as to military activities on 
the respective fronticrs were not cal- 
culated to ally tersion. 


Poin. Jan. 3.—The German for- 
<ign office has been aware for some 
ijme that Mervousness exists in 
franse both among the cabinet min- 
isters and the people, over the pos- 
sibilities of a renewed controversy 
with Germany. Baron Vonrichthofen 
the forefgn secretary, was informed 
a fortnight ago, that the Freneh cab- 
inet has serious fears of Germany’s 
intentions. The secretary replied to 
his informant, who was fresh from 
Paris, that suth apprehensions were 
} wholly without cause, adding, “what 
| could Germany gain by a war.” 

Inquiries were made by Frenchi 
finencial interests last week, to the 
possibility of Germany provoking a 
war witth France, and German bank- 
ers who are extremely well informed 
politically, replied trec there was 
not the sfightest Indication that 
the German yovernment comtemplat- 
ed aggressive action towards France. 
It was pointed out by one powerful 
interest that ‘a thousand reasons 
existed agafnst war where one exist- 


ed for it.”

TWO HOMESTEADERS 
SUFFOCATED 

Hanley, Dec. 27.—Homesteading on 
the western prairie is no dream at 
best, But for Robert MeLaughiin and 
James Ross it ended very sadly and 
seriously. They had homesteaded on 
32—31—38, W. of 3, about six miles 
north-east from Hanley, Last. Sun- 
day morning J. W. Thistiewhite, a 
neighbor, called, and Yound both ‘men 
in bed, covered with blankets up to 
the chin and dead and rigid. He at 
once called in another neighbor, Sr. 
Orr, Xnd tater went directly to Han- 
ley for Dr. Cantelon. Coroner [sbis- 
ter of Saskatoon, was also sent for. 
and he camp down Tuesday morning, 
and accompanied by Constable Hogg, 
drove out to the shack. 

At tho inquest Dr. Cantelon testi- 
fied to the effect that the men had 
(met death In « closed shack from 
suffocation caused by coal gas. They 
had evidently flied up the stove with 
Galt coal, closed ‘the pipe damper 
and gone to bed. The dootor also 
testified that the bodies of both «nen 
were in a very emaciated condition, 
caused from fack of proper nourish- 
ment, for like many other homesteads 
ers, they were possessed of very lit- 
tle means, 

On Sunday when Mr. Thistiewhite 
called at the house, the dog, which 
was drowsy and did not revive until 
he got away from the shack. Mr. 
Thistlowhite’s evidence confirmed Dr. 
Canteion’s testimony. 

Both men were steady in their hab- 
its, were never known to drink, and 
ino bottles were about the place. The 
jsum af SI3 was found in the shack. 
'No correspondence from anyone was 
found, which woutd indicate relation- 
ship to anyone, [t Was learned that 
the fhen had worked at Macgregor, 
Manitoba, but nothing further con- 
eerning them was known. MelLaugh- 
}iin was about 40, and Ross 45 years 
,of aga. 

A jury was formally empanelled 
and after consideration, returned the 
following verdict: “Thas the = said 
‘Robert MeLauchiin and James Ross 
were found dead on Sunday, the 24th 
day of December, in a shack on 32— 
31—8 W. of 3, in the province = of 
Saskatchewan and that the said Me- 
Lauchtn and Ross had no marks of 
violence on their bodies, but by suf- 
focation from coal gas, and not by 
any violent means whatsoever to the 
knowledge of the said jurors did 
they die.”
